Military Contends Angler 
Alert Distorts Information

The Department of Military Affairs held a 
briefing recently for the Anglers of the Au- 
Sable because they were ‘‘extremely con- 
cerned about the incorrect information con- 
tained” in that organization’s newsletter. 

According to Col. Brian Downey, public 
affairs officer, members of the Board of 
Directors of the anglers organization were 
led through a point by point analysis of the 
publication that was distributed to its mem-. 
bers. A letter to the organization’s board 
from Maj. Gen. Vernon J. Andrews, Mich- 
igan Adjutant General stated, ‘Recently 
this department has had a problem with cer- 


_tain individuals pretending to be experts on 


this department, distorting our plans, and 
spreading dis-information about our pro- 
grams; particularly as they affect the Au- 
Sable and Manistee Rivers.”’ 

Andrews suggested the briefing to review 
a document answering the newsletter’s ac- 
cusations and develop a statement correct- 
ing those points of information that were in- 
correct, 

In the newsletter, reference was made to 
the grave and imminent danger to the 
AuSable River. The military pointed out in 
their rebuttal that the accusation carries 
with it no examples because there are none 
other than a few minor instances of individ- 
ual carelessness or inconsideration. The 
paper stated, ‘In recent years there are 
only three reported incidents of accidental 
use of the AuSable by soldiers in rafts. All 
three incidents were immediately corrected 
and no damage to the river reported. There 
were no such occurrences in 1987.” 

The newsletter also indicated that the 
generals would impose on Grayling a mili- 
tary town in its worst form, one of constant 
noise from their weapons and vehicles, one 
with all the associated social ills. 

The review paper stated that the generals 
do not impose anything, it is a civilian 
Secretary of Defense, Secretary of the 
Army, civilian President and 500 civilian 
members of Congress. It pointed out that the 
new Maintenance and Equipment training 
Sites (MATES) has reduced traffic noise 
near Grayling. Former Grayling Mayor 
Gordon (Sandy) Thompson was quoted in

the review indicating that incidents from 
guard persons was probably below citizen: 
average. 

In reply to the accusation that the AuSable 
receives an untold and possible unknown: 
amount of highly toxic residues from ex- 
ploded ordnance, the military paper used 
historical use as proof that there is no con- 
tamination. It pointed out that exploded ord-. 
nance leaves no residue since it is destroyed - 
in the detonation. Test wells located in the 
range area show no signs of contaminations 
of any kind. 

The military answer to the idea of Air 
Guard 0A-37 Tank Destroyers “found stray- 
ing far away from this range, honing their 
skills on the loons and eagles at Wakeley 
Lake” demonstrated further inaccuracies 
in the angler newsletter. It was pointed out 
that the 0A-37 is actually a forward air con- 
troller, armed only with a machine gun not 
capable of engaging tanks. 

The notion that bombs are carried on 
those planes is megeTer because the items 
are BL fn yale teninin neg ee reulators & iP vd 2} heir 
impact would make no ‘more noise than a 
hunter’s shotgun.

The angler’s newsletter stated that there 
would be a “couple hundred thousand” 
National Guard troops each year at Camp 
Grayling in the near future if the Multi Pur- 
pose Range Complex (MPRC) is construct- 
ed. The military reply was the statistics are 
wrong because only combat units would 
have occasion to use the (MPRC). It was 
pointed out that most of the combat units 
are located in the south and west and it is 
more cost effective-to train there. Another 
MPRC is planned for Gowen Field, Idaho. In 
addition the military pointed out that an ad- 
ditional 50,000 guard soldiers train overseas 
each year. 

The angler newsletter also contended that 
‘if the guard has its way, the AuSable 
watershed....will be written off as an area 
for quality fishing.” The reply was that the 
guard has no plans to use the AuSable or

Manistee, nor has it any plans to harm it. 
There is no evidence presented, nor is any in 
existence, that indicates a negative impact 
by the guard on the AuSable or Manistee 
watershed. Furthermore, the guard’s plans 
for Camp Grayling take its activities farther 
away from the river. The guard does not 
train on the Manistee River, has no plans to 
begin doing so, and has never been present- 
ed with any evidence to indicate it having 


any negative impact on this river. 


The military review paper was far more 
extensive than the brief analysis here but 
essentially covered all points in the angler’s 
newsletter. In his letter to the anglers, 
General Andrews said, “It is my hope that, 
after reading the enclosed review, you will 
agree with us that the individuals who pro- 
vided you with your information on the 
Guard gave you seriously flawed data and 
that corrective action is necessary.”

Increasing payouts, improving methods 
of agent ticket distribution and marketing 
via direct mail for. the lottery’s Instant 
game have been recommended by Governor 
James Blanchard’s Task Force to Review 
the Michigan Lottery. But the task force 
said expectations for revenue growth of the 
lottery must be lowered. 

“We generally found the lottery to be in 
good health,” said task force Chair Ron 
Thayer. ‘Lottery sales increased for the 
first 15 years and now they’re leveling off. 
We think the lottery can move ahead and be 
one of the top lotteries in the nation.”’ 

“The Michigan Lottery has been a very 
successful lottery, but perhaps we’ve come 
to expect too much of it,”” Governor Blan- 
chard said. “‘The report has begun to be im- 
plemented and has begun to shew positive 

_Tesults. Most of the report can be imple- 
mented without legislation.” 


_Task Force members said they do not be- 
oversaturaied., 
“y don't think ; any lottery i in this country has 
saturated the market,” University of Mich- 
igan Athletic Director Don Canham said. 
“We can’t get a handle on who’s not playing 
the lottery. The only way to reach everyone 
is through direct mail.” 

The task force also discovered that en- 
suring more frequent Lotto payouts is not a 
good method for increasing sales. When the 
Lotto jackpot is at $1.5 million, three million 
Lotto tickets will be sold, Thayer said. But 
when the jackpot climbs to $10 million, Lotto 
ticket sales jump to 7.5 million. 

The 15-member panel, appointed Septem- 
ber 29 to review stagnant lottery sales - 
which despite an increase for the year fell 
$82.5 million short of projected revenue in 
fiscal year 1987 - and administrative policies 
and practices, said the best method of im- 
proving lottery sales was to emphasize in- 
stant lattery Hoket game galas, 

‘Thayer noted that people in Massachu- 
setts spend $1.44 a week per capita on in-

Michigan ranks second nationally in gross 
lottery revenue at $1 billion, but instant lot- 


‘tery ticket sales account for only 11-12 per- 


cent of that, Thayer said. He added that the 
Daily 3 and Daily 4 games account for 49 
percent and the Lotto game accounts for 38 
percent of the lottery’s gross revenue. 
Recommendations to improve the instant 
game include: increasing payouts to 55 per- 
cent instead of the current 45 percent 
(Thayer noted that Massachusetts pays out 
65 percent); and improving distribution of 
tickets by delivering them to agents by 
courier instead of the current system that 


requires agents to pick the tickets up at 


banks. 

The lottery agent-related recommenda- 
tions include improved training and mar- 
keting ‘support, increased cash incentives, 
more frequent visits from lottery sales rep- 
resentatives and an improved communica- 
tion with Lottery Counissioner Michael J. 
Carr through the designation of a Lottery 
Agent Liaison. . 


Other recommendations include: 

~Using direct mail to publicize the lot- 
tery. “We can do a lot more with our ad- 
vertising dollars than use them on television 
ads,” Thayer said. 

—Having Lotto drawings later in the day 


so tickets can be sold until 8-8:30 p.m., in- ° 


stead of the current closing time of 7 p.m. 
Thayer said that the task force discovered 
that 38 percent of all Lotto betting is done 
between 5 and7 p.m. 

—Establishing a five-member Lottery Ad- 
visory Board which would complement the 
lottery’s management team by providing 
advice and expertise from a variety of busi- 
ness disciplines. 


—Placing lottery ticket booths in shopping - 


malis and airports. Thayer said the task 
force recommends adding 50 terminals to 


_ the 5,000 already inplace statewide.

The aim of the process is to select 77 dele-

Here’s 
how it works.

THE VOTING precinct is the smallest, 
closest-to-home political unit in the state. 
Republicans in each precinct get together,

' delegates to a state party convention, which 


selects the delegates to the national con- 
vention, which actually selects the party’s 
national ticket.

THE MICHIGAN REPUBLICAN Party has 
been using this delegate selection system 
for many years, switching to the state pri- 
mary system briefly.

They did 
not change the system itself; rather they 
pushed forward their state convention to 
select national convention delegates so it 
would be the first test of presidential senti- 
ment in the country.

1. The Robertson movement caught fire in 
the precincts, and an unexpectedly high 
number of Robertson backers — generally 
from outside the usual Republican estab- 
lishment — were elected as precinct dele- 
gates, way back at stage one of the process, 
and have stayed with the game all the way.

near. Sandi’s parents, 
George and Marie Ham- 
mond. Grayling has “‘clean- 
er air and friendlier people 
than Detroit, though it was 
hard to leave my dojo in 
Wyandotte,” admits Gary. 


Words like “dojo,” 
(Japanese for ‘‘a place to 
practice the way’) and 
“dogi”’ (uniform worn to 
study the way”) are sprin- 
kled throughout their con- 
versation, attesting to 
Sandi’s claim that Gary 
“was consumed by training. 
He lived, ate, and slept at the 
dojo. I started training to 
spend time with him.” 


Today, ten years later, 
their lives revolve around 
the training and teaching of 
martial arts. The Hassons 


. teach six classes a week in 


karate and five in aikido. 


“We even eat funny foods. 
that we learned from our 
Sensei'(instructor) and from 
Japanese. and Korean 
friends.”’ A celebratory meal 
at the Hassons’ might in- 
clude’ lots of rice, sushi, 
sushimi (raw fish) and kim 
chee (pickled Chinese cab- 
bage), served with kochoo 
chang (a red pepper based 
sauce that demands a tough 
palate to enjoy it). And they 
eat with chopsticks. ‘Food 
tastes better with wooden 
chopsticks,”’ claims Sandi. 

In spite of their impressive 
physical abilities, the 
Hassons maintain that train- 


ing in the martial way ac- 
actually makes people more 
gentle. Aikido translates 
loosely as “the way of har- 
mony with nature.’”’ Gary 
stresses that ‘‘not to fight, to 
be in control with a strong 
mind; is best.” 
training, “If you have to 
fight to protect yourself or 
your family, you can.”

How has training changed 
their lives? Gary says it has 
made him healthier and 
calmer and has changed him 
physically. Sandi adds that 
training “helps stressful

talk aikido to everyone.” 


The. Hassons’ credentials 
are impressive: In karate, 
Sandi has a 3rd degree and 
Gary a 5th degree black belt. 


In aikido, Sandi’ has a Ist 


degree and Gary a 3rd 
degree black belt. He is one 
of only six people in North 
America to have progressed 
so far in aikido, and there 
are fewer. than ten people 
with degrees higher than his. 


His instructor, Kushida 
Sensei, who heads the Aikido 
Yoshinkai Association of 
North America, has an 8th 
degree and Shioda Sensei, 


founder of Aikido Yoshinkai _ 


and resident of Japan, has a 
Sth degree. ‘Tenth degree

BUDDY’S WORKSHOP 
Steam Should Be Quiet 


Our steam-heating system sounds like a train running 
through the house. Should it be making all that noise? I 
would also like to know what kind of cooling system you 


vould suggest that would be compatibie with this heating | 


system? 

First things first. Steam does not make noise. Noise might 
develop in a faulty steam heating system and it may not be 
easy to cure the problem. An air valve on a radiator should 
permit only air to come out; if steam is hissing out, the valve 
may haveto bereplaced. 

If there is a knocking noise in the pipes, it is caused by 
water which shouldn’t be there. When steam in the system 
condenses into water, it is supposed to find its way back to 
the boiler. If some part of the horizontal piping has drooped 
to forma low point, that condensate water will lie there until 
the next time the steam comes through. When the steam hits 


that puddle it drives the water along to the nearest vertical . 
piping, hitting it with force and causing the infamous ‘‘water | 


hammer.’’ Your heating contractor may be able to locate the 
source of the trouble and adjust the piping to eliminate the 
problem. 


In response to your other question,. your choice of a - 


codling system should depend on availability and cost of 
energy sources. My only suggestion would be to install the 
cooling system in the ceiling, if possible. That way you'll 
have the best of both worlds: Hot air ground level that rises, 
and cool air up above that falls. 

Aside from the cost factor, are there any other advantages 
ofa wood ladder aver an aluminum ane? 


_ Yes. Wooden ladders are much safer when working with .

Promotion of Grayling Area 
‘Still Top Goal for Alief

There is a rumor that Jack Alef intends to 
retire now that a new president at Grayling 
State Bank has been named but nothing 
could be further from the truth because 
there are still many tasks for him to do at 
the bank and in the community. 

That message was emphasized by Alef 
when he agreed to talk about his back- 
ground and thoughts about Grayling and 
Crawford County. It was obvious during the 
conversation that he would much rather talk 
about the area and its future than about his 
personal history. Time and again his com- 
ments strayed to facts about Grayling in- 
stead of about Alef but a story finally 
emerged about a man who has risen in the 
banking business from the bottom to a posi- 
tion that he has loved. 


Alef was born n Detroit and raised: in 
Grosse Pointe where he attended St. Paul’s 
School. He graduated from high school in 
1941 and enrolled at the University of Notre 


Dame. After Pearl Harbor, he enlisted in © 


the Army and was called to active service in 
March of 1942. 

The banking fever caught Alef even while 
he was attending high school when he 
worked as a messenger boy for the Webeek 
State Bank. That institution eventually 
merged with Detroit Bank and Trust. He ad- 
vanced then while still attending high school 
to the positions of distributions clerk and a 
bookkeeping poster. 


In the service, Alef was an infantry en- 
listed man but eventually received a battle- 
field promotion to Second Lieutenant. He 
said, ‘‘When we got on the boat to cross the 
channel, I think I was the lowest ranking 
soldier because it seems like everyone made 
private first class but I was still a private.” 
During the Battle of the Bulge he received 
the promotion and later was wounded. 
Awarded the Purple Heart, Bronze Star and 
numerous battle stars when the war ended, 
he returned to Notre Dame to complete his 
education. 


He attributes his chance to enter the bank- _ 


ing business to Ben Young who was one of 
the very fine bankers in the state and a won- 


derful man, he commented. He returned to 
the Wabeek State Bank after graduation and 
went through various departments from 
savings teller, commercial teller, collection 
teller and other positions. In April of 1951, he 
met Waiter Truettner who was then presi- 
dent of Grayling State Bank. Young told him 
that he would never be a banker until he had 
been a country banker. He (Young) suggest- 
ed that he try it out in Grayling for five 
years and at the end of that time he was to 
have been offered a chance to return bo the 
Detroit bank. 


Instead Alef met and married Gloria 
Moore whose father was the prosecuting at- 
torney and the bank’s attorney. True to his 
word, Young who had since passed away ar- 
ranged to have him invited back to Detroit 
but he (Alef) was hesitant about it. After an 
extension of one year on the offer in 1957, he 
decided that he would remain here. 

During the six years Alef‘was the cashier 
of the bank which he explained is the secre- 
tary-treasurer in the banking business. Dur- 
ing that time he became active in the com- 
munity including joining the Winter Sports 
pie Committee in 1951. In those days, 

yueens from all of the Northern Michigan 
igh Schools were invited to a dinner which 
was held in the basement of Michelson 
Memoria) Methodist Church. The dance 
which followed was held in the old Gym of 
the Middle School. 

Alef became involved in the Chamber of 
Commerce and enjoyed the association be- 
cause of the possibilities of promoting the 
area. He became president of the organiza- 
tion in 1962 and 1963. During his tenure the 
annual dinner was established and after he 


left the Board of Directors, he worked with . 


the chamber on the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. He remains today. as chairman of 
the group and a staunch backer of the 


‘National Guard. 


At about the same time as he served as 
chamber president he was named president 
of the Crawford County Cancer Society and 
he remained and served that society until 
two years ago. He also served on the Mercy 
Hospital Board and the Finance Committee 
for three or four years.

During his tenure on the Military Affairs 
Committee, Alef remembers the receptions 
held at his home when ranking officers of 
the military joined with the Michigan 
Governor to attend. 

Alef also remembers the automobile 
races that were held in the area during the 
late 50’s and early 60’s. The first one held 
here was a drag race at the airport and the 
next one attributed to Bob Franklin, a Gray- 
ling area resident, was a Corvette race 
around the runways of the airport. “Those 
activities and the automobile shows held by 
the dealers were very good for the com- 
munity,” he said. 


Alef was involved in the original Bear 
Mountain enterprise and subsequently 
assisted in converting the property to the 
possession of the Grayling Recreation Aut- 
Authority. One of the rewarding aspects of 
that project, he said, was the value to the 
young men of Camp LaVictor who worked at 
the ski park. One young man stopped Alef 
years later in Traverse City and attributed 
his connection in the ski business with his 
experience at the camp and ski park. 


Returning te his work history at the bank, 
Alef said that he became executive vice 
president and cashier in 1956. He said, ‘“The 
title of cashier was one I hung onto all 
through coming up here.”’ In the fail of 1958, 
he became president and remained in that 
position until October of 1987 when he was 


elected chairman of the bank’s Board of 
- Directors. 


Alef left the subject of banking to speak 


affectionately of his children, now young 


adults. They are all in the state with the old- 


est son, John, as the bank’s vice president | 
and son Jim with Ameritech in Traverse 
City. Mary is married and a local resident 
and son Danny is presently looking at an op- 
portunity nearby after having spent some 
time in the Detroit area. Daughter Jenny is 
the other Alef young adult who has gone into 
the banking business. She is presently an 
executive trainee at the National Bank of 
Detroit and has moved ahead in training 
much earlier than had been anticipated. 


Alef said, ‘‘The biggest problem I have 
now with this chairman of the board title is 
that everyone thinks I am going to retire.” 
“I’m not retired; this is the thing I want un- 
derstood. I’m not retired; I’m not being put 
out to pasture either,’ he said. He said that 
he has many things to do at the bank suchas 
help train the people and to work in the com- 
munity to help work up some enthusiasm for 
all of the things that are going on. As an 
example he talked about the Community 
Self Improvement Project and the fine 
things that group is attempting to do.
